CONSTITUTION: The subject composition for dental purposes comprises a (meth) 
aery late ester such as methyl (meth)acrylate, ethylene glycol di(meth)acrylate, 
a polymerization initiator such as a peroxide, azo compound or benzophenone 
and a rubber graft polymer which is prepared by polymerization of an 
ethyienically unsaturated monomer in the presence of a rubber polymer The 
rubber graft polymer is preferably is composed of a polybutadiene as a core 
component and of 60 to 90wt.% of an acrylate rubber. The composition is 
especially suitable for repairing cheek teeth and a resin for denture bed on 
which high bite pressure is loaded.
